Thomas Ruddiman, who with his brother Walter printed this 
book, was Librarian of the Advocates’ Library, and the author 
and editor of a considerable number of learned works. ‘his 
edition of Macbeth is excessively rare, there is no copy in the 
Advocates’ Library, Edinburgh, nor in the Bodleian Library.

In the present manuscript 
the Hore occur in their simplest form, the book containing the 
Hours of the Virgin with the Hours of the Cross, the Seven 
Penitential Psalms (commencement only), the Litany for the 
Saints and the Office for the Dead. ‘There are no private or 
supplementary prayers, beyond the one at the commencement of 
the Hours. There is a very full Kalendar and List of Saints. 
The Psalter is non-liturgical, the Psalms following each other in 
regular order with no matter intervening. It is divided into eight 
sections, each commencing with a more important initial. The 
first section of the Psalms was used on Sunday, the next six 
sections on the succeeding days of the week for evensong. ‘The 
volume consists of one hundred-.and thirty leaves of vellum made 
up mainly in quires of eight. The first quire, which consists of 
six leaves, contains the Kalendar ; quires b to e in eights, thirty- 
two leaves, contain the Horw; the remaining thirteen quires, all 
of eight leaves except the one before the last which has six, 
contain the Psalter.

This beautiful little volume, which consists of 146 leaves, is made 
up as follows: Leaf 1, containing a picture, is a single leaf, then 
follow six quires of eight leaves, and one of six leaves, with an 
extra leaf inserted, making fifty-five leaves. This portion con- 
tains the Hore B.V.M. ‘Then follow four quires of eight leaves, 
making thirty-two leaves, which contain miscellaneous supple- 
mentary prayers and devotions. The final part consists of a quire 
of six leaves, followed by six of eight and one of four, the last 
three leaves being blank, making altogether fifty-two leaves, con- 
taining the Penitential Psalms, the Litany of the Saints, and Office 
of the Dead. ach page contains thirteen lines, written in a fine 
square hand.

*,.* The first edition of any part of the Authorised Version of the 
Seriptures to be printed in Scotland was the New ‘Testament of 
1633. Of this edition there appear to be two varieties, one 
printed by “Robert Young, printer to the Kings most excellent 
Majesty for the Kingdom of Scotland,” the other by the ‘‘Printers 
to the King’s most excellent Majestie.” This last variety, to which 
the present copy belongs, and which is sometimes accompanied by 
the Old Testament, 7s very rare. ‘The Old Testament, printed in 
Edinburgh, is the earliest edition of the Authorised Version to be 
issued there. The Royal arms on the first leaf are the ordinary 
ones. ‘Those on the Testament are the Royal arms of the King 
of Scotland. Between the first and second leaves are inserted an 
engraved frontispiece and title-page very elaborately engraved on 
copper, the former representing Adam and Eve in the Garden of 
Eden, the latter the Bible between Aaron and Moses and an 
elaborate tree of Jesse. The Book of Common Prayer is the 
earliest edition printed in Scotland. This was no doubt printed 
on account of the visit of Charles I to Edinburgh in 1633 for his 
coronation. Like the Bible, it is extremely rare, but there are 
eopies in the British Museum and the Advocates’ Library. The 
edition of Downame’s Brief: Concordance was printed by Robert 
Young at London in 1630, previous to his starting business in 
Scotland.

y* “ Knox’s Liturgy” and a little volume of the greatest rarity. It 
was secretly printed, probably at Edinburgh. Queen Mary had 
returned from France to Scotland in August, 1561, and the present 
volume was issued a month or two at the most after her arrival 
in Edinburgh. It was a direct attack on all that was. most sacred 
to her, and one of the most effective of the attacks by Knox which 
undermined her rule. In 1562 a reprint of the present volume 
was issued at Edinburgh by Lekprevik, and, two years later, in 
1564, the same printer issued the first complete edition of “The 
Book of Common Order” with the title ““The Forme of Prayers 
and Ministration of the Sacraments, etc., used in the English 
Church at Geneva, approved and received by the Church of Scot- 
land.”

It 
had been found that the various sites about Fleet Street were all 
inconvenient and unfit for the purpose, and that, therefore, by this 
indenture William Davenant binds himself not to build a theatre 
there, or in any other part of the City and suburbs, not first ap- 
proved or allowed by a warrant from the King or the Earl of 
Arundel.

The eldest Son was 
to succeed to both Realms, but if there were only Daughters, 
debarred by the Salic Law from reigning in France, the eldest 
should return to Scotland as Ruler, and should be endowed with 
a portion of four hundred thousand crowns as the eldest Princess 
of France. Every other Daughter was to receive three hundred 
crowns. It was stipulated that Mary should receive, for her sole 
and separate use, a pension of thirty thousand livres as Dauphiness, 
and sixty thousand livres per annum on the accession of her 
husband to the French throne. In ease of her widowhood, certain 
lands, Touraine and Poutrou, should be assigned for her jointure. 
She was to have free choice, as a widow, to reside in France or 
elsewhere, and if she married again, with the consent of the 
Estates of her Realm, she was to retain full power to draw the 
annual rents derivable from her jointure for her own free use 
wherever she might be. This document bears three signatures, 
Jacques Bourdin, Cosme Clausse, and Claude de |’Aubespine. The 
first was appointed Financial Secretary in 1549, and was Secretary 
successively to Henri II, Francois II and Charles IX. Cosme 
Clausse, Seigneur de Marchaumont, was Secretary to Francis I

Among the contents of this volume are several pieces of consider- 
able interest relating to Mary, Queen of Scots, extracted from 
the Harleian Manuscripts. From the first volume is transcribed 
the letter of Lennox to Queen Mary concerning Darnley’s murder, 
the Marriage Contract of Mary and Bothwell; the Casket Sonnets, 
and extracts from the Casket Letters. The letter from the Earl 
of Lennox to Queen Mary, dated March 17, 1567, is one of a 
number written by the Earl requesting her to set on foot the trial 
of Darnley’s murderers without waiting for the meeting of Parlia- 
ment. He particularly desired that Bothwell, and others named 
in the libels and placard fixed on the door of the Senate House, 
might be apprehended and the nobility assembled for their 
examination. Bothwell, seing he was openly attacked, offered 
himself for trial, which was fixed for April 12, and the Earl of 
Lennox cited as accuser. On the day of trial Lennox did not 
appear, but sent a deputy to ask for a later date to be fixed. The 


- noblemen, however, continued the case, and acquitted Bothwell, 


protesting that neither the Queen’s advocate nor Lennox had 
brought forward any evidence of guilt. The transcript of the 
Casket Sonnets is of peculiar interest and importance. From 
their first publication in 1569 down to within the last ten years, 
these Sonnets have always been printed in an imperfect form, 
two lines, 7. e. Sonnet 3, line 13, and Sonnet 8, line 6, being 
omitted. The English translation, made by George Buchanan, 
was made from a complete copy, and in later issues of the French 
Sonnets the two lines were supplied with conjectural re-transla-

tions from Buchanan’s English, or, rather, Scotch version. Quite 
recently it was noticed that the version in Harleian MSS. 787 
was quite complete, but whoever made this present translation 
very many years ago must also have discovered the fact. It is 
fairly certain the Harleian Manuscripts are taken from the 
originals submitted to the English Commissioners at Westminster 
in 1568. The famous Casket Letters are six in number, but all 
the extracts given here are taken from the second. The Marriage 
Contract, which was also put forward in evidence, was also found 
in the casket. The casket contained two Contracts, one dated 
April 5, 1567, signed by Mary and Bothwell, making the contract 
contingent on Bothwell’s divorce. The other in French, signed 
by Mary alone, which does not mention the divorce. The tran- 
scripts are from MS. 6994, refer to the shameful efforts made by 
Queen Elizabeth to escape from being directly concerned in the 
execution of Mary by having her privately assassinated. The 
letters are those of Sir Francis Walsingham and William Davison 
to Sir Amyas Paulet and Sir Drue Drury, Mary’s guardians, at 
Fotheringhay. The overtures of the ministers to Mary’s gaolers, 
enemies of the Queen as they were, met with a stern refusal, and 
Paulet was rebuked by Elizabeth as a precise fellow, loud in 
boasting of his fidelity, but slack in giving proof of it.

This excessively rare volume contains fourteen Acts of consider- 
able interest. The first four were a concession to a growing 
demand for the restrictions on aliens working and trading in this 
country. The second Act, concerning stranger’s certificates, had 
an important effect on the English book-trade, since it enacted 
that no alien, whether denizen or not, should take apprentices 
unless they were English born, and in this way the foreign 
element that had hitherto dominated the English book-trades 
was gradually eliminated. The fifth Act is a most important 
one, being an amplification of the original Letters Patent of 1518 
(printed in full) for the foundation of the College of Physicians. 
The sixth Act deals with the diverting of rights of way in the 
Weald of Kent, by which an owner of land, after providing a new 
and equally convenient road, might close the old one. After Acts 
dealing with guns and crossbows, the marriage of Chancery clerks, 
and the making and selling of boots on Sundays and Festivals, 
comes a short and interesting one for preserving hares for 
coursing, and forbidding people to track them in the snow and 
kill them.
